A more  recent  sighting  that  closely  resembled  the  Chiles- Whitted 
incident  occurred  on  the  evening  of  January  8,  1959,  and  was 
promptly  reported  to  ATIC  [18J.  Two  Air  Force  pilots  were  flying 
in*  a C-45  type  of  aircraft  from  Phillipsburg  to  Brookville,  Penn- 
sylvania at  un  altitude  of  8000  feet.  Tlie  night  was  clear  and  moon- 
less. At  6:14  i».M.  EtS.T.  they  obser\'ed  what  appeared  to  be  a* 
brilliantly  lighted  solid  object  rushing  toward  them.  Bluish  green  in 
color,  .shaped  roughly  like  a teardrop  and  about  200  feet  in  diam- 
eter, it  made  110  audible  sound.  Glowing  like  a small  sun,  it  sectnetl 

to  bo  flying  lw\  with  the  aircraft,  less  than  a mile  away  and  lanuh^d 
straight  for  thi’  pl:lot^ 

The  fiigliti'ued  pilot  jerked  on  tbe  controls  in  an  attempt  to  dodge 
the  object,  lint  almost  before  tbe  plane  could  respond  the  unknown 
had  disajipenied.  It  had  been  in  sight  about  three  seconds.  In  his 
official  report  he  estimated  that  the  obj«t  had  been  the  size  of  a 
pool  ball  belli  at  arms  length  and  that  it  had  been  not  more  than 
n mile  aw.iy  The  copilot,  however,  did  not  agree.  A man  with 
si>ecial  training  and  tinu.sual  experience  in  the  study  of  UFOs,  be 
estimated  the  object  to  be  the  size  of  the  bead  of  a pin  held  at 
arms  length  and  the  distance  to  be  at  least  300  miles.  Tbe  extreme 
brilliance  ol  the  objivt  against  the  night  sky,  he  thought,  had  made 
it  seem  larger.  In  his  opinion,  supported  by  Air  Force  investigation, 

the  unknown  had  been  a fireball  at  least  fifty  miles  high  that  had 
burned  out  and  vanished  as  they  watched. 

As  in  the  Chiles-Whitted  case,  ground  obserx'ers  also  saw  the  oh- 
jecl  and  thus  provided  independent  confirmation  of  the  analysis. 

A member  of  the  Ohio  State  University  reported  to  the  Harvard 
College  Observatory  that  on  the  night  of  January  8.  at  appro.ximately 

6:15  p.M.  E.S.T.,  he  had  watched  a brilliant  bluish-white  meteor 
streak  across  the  sky  over  Columbus  and  vanish  within  a few  sec- 
onds. The  fireball  must  indeed  have  been  high  and  spectacular  to 
be  visible  at  the  same  moment  from  points  nearly  ;jtK»  miles  ;.part.
